work." 
"This means shipbuilders, carpen­ 
ters, or any such artisans", explained 
Major Guidon of the Provost Marshal 
G eneral’s office. 
The 
local board 
wil^ have a full 
report on 
every man registered 
in 
Adams County. 
Answers made to the 
questionnaire will 
Im * made the basis 
of selecting men needed for any line 
of w ork— carpenters, riveilers, black­ 
smiths, joiners, electricians, mechan­ 
ics, etc. The regulations provide that: 
"W hen there 
is need for the se r­ 
vices of men expert or highly skilled 
in any special class of work, the a d ­ 
jutant g eneral of the arm y shall make 
requisition 
on the provost 
marshal 
general for 
the number of class 
of 
men needed. 
Thereupon the provost 
marshal general 
shall call upon 
the 
governor j of one or more of the sev­ 
eral states for 
such number of 
the 
total required as 
will distribute the 
burden equally 
among 
the states as 
far as practicable. Thereupon the ad­ 
jutant general of the states shall call 
wpon one or more local boards to ex­ 
amine the 
questionnaires of 
regis­ 
trants within their 
jurisdiction, and 
prepare a list of registrants with the 
qualifications required, w ho *-tnnil in 
any of the just formed classes." 
The boards are required also to get 
from each man of this class a specific 
statem ent as to whether or not he con- 
sents to la* inducted into this kind of 
military service.

Washington, Nov. 28—The 
British 
drive on Cambrai will be followed up 
relentlessly by similar offensives along 
the western front, in 
the opinion of 
officers familiar with w'hat is in pros­ 
pect 
in France. 
Authoritative 
an­ 
nouncement has been made that this 
winter would see no halt in operations 
and with the return of American di­ 
visional commanders from observation 
tours in France it has become certain 
that the 
French and British 
armies 
will prosecute 
midwinter campaigns 
such as never before attempted. 
Secretary Baker said that the re­ 
turning officers would proceed to their 
divisional 
camps and 
resume 
the 
personal direction of the training of 
their 
men. 
So far as 
known there 
will be no general 
conference of the 
officers 
here, but it is quite 
likely 
that they will call on Mr. Baker and 
general staff officials 
while on route 
to their posts. 
From these 
officers it is expected 
that officials will get graphic reports 
of the preparations being made for 
the 
continuous 
winter 
offensive 
against the Germans. Already the al­ 
lied troops have forced their way for­ 
ward against more serious obstacles 
than they will 
encounter later when 
the cold has hardened the ground for 
the passage of troops and artillery. 
The 
mud of Flanders 
has been the 
greatest barrier to major operations 
during 
the last few weeks, but 
the 
Cambrai attack was forced home de­ 
spite it. 
Meager official reports of the pro­ 
gress of the drive on 
Cambrai indi­ 
cate 
clearly 
that 
General 
Byng's 
forces are aiming at 
a great encir­ 
cling movement. 
With a wire wedge 
driven into 
the Cambrai 
front the 
British 
commander 
apparently 
is 
working his way 
behind the German 
lines on his left flank. If he succeeds 
in penetrating deeply 
in that direc­ 
tion, many officers here believe he will 
force a retirement by the Germans on 
a wide front. 
Meanwhile the British and French 
pressure farther toward 
the Belgian 
coast is unceasing. 
A new offensive 
effort there is expected as a part of 
the whole 
plan on which the 
Allies 
are engaged of 
forcing the Germans 
back from a long section of the coast, 
where submarine 
bases are located. 
The Cambrai 
successes have an im­ 
portant bearing, in the opinion of of­ 
ficers here, on this general plan of ac­ 
complishment during the winter a de­ 
cisive result in the coastal region as 
the foundation upon which next year’s 
p e n s iv e campaign can be laid.

Austrians Attack with Great Vi 
gor but Italians Withstand 
the Assault. 


Rome, 
Nov. 28—-Austrian 
troops 
made another attack en the Italian 
lines in Albania on Sunday, in which 
they scored an initial success, the 
War Office announced to-day.

lars came to the assistance of the 
Albanian bands that had been driven 
back in the region southeast of Berat 
and the Austrians were forced to 
retreat with heavy casualties.

rushes were broken by the defensive 
troops with heavy losses to the a t­ 
tackers. 
Not only the left 
but the 
right 
wing and the 
center of the army 
holding this sector was subjected to 
attack, the enemy effort now attain­ 
ing its full force here. 
On the right 
and the center the 
struggle raged 
from Monte 
Monfernera 
westward, 
with the Italians holding their lines 
at all points. 
The fluctuations of a great battle 
have now developed to a stage where 
the resisting power of 
the 
Italian 
Army has been demonstrated 
to bt* 
sufficient to retard if not to prevent 
any sudden rush through the passes 
leading to the Venetian plains. There 
is also the feeling that friendly A Hied 
support is near at a timely moment 
and the mingled ranks of gray, blue 
and khaki will combine to form the 
barrier that Italy has sustained alone 
until now. 
Many British officers were at head­ 
quarters to-day and the streets show­ 
ed almost as much khaki as gray. The

Agricultural Crop In France In Fine 
t Condition, While tho Fruit Crop I* 
Abundant—Meat Now Sold on So- 
Called Meatless Days—France In No 
Danger of Coal Shortage. 


On the eve of the approaching win­ 
ter, the fourth year of the war, at least 
three of the great powers of the en­ 
tente allies, England, France and Italy, 
particularly France, are discovered In 
the most favorable light with regard 
to food supplies. 
Whatever oauaea may ttnd to foroe 
an end to the war, It will not be either 
starvation or coal famine, ae far as 
France is concerned. 
While the bari 
vest of the moat important item of all, 
wheat, has not yet been completed, in- 
ideations are that it will at least equal 
lust year’s, and preparations have al­ 
ready been made to remedy the deficit 
between the crop aud the average con­ 
sumption. Coal has been received auf* 
Sclent to Insure the needs of the popu­ 
lation and the Industries for the win­ 
ter, while the herds of live stock 
throughout the republic have never 
been in better condition since the out­ 
break of hostilities. 
The scheme of bread and coal ra­ 
tions Instituted for the Aret time In 
France, and whloh ha* been In force Ii* 
Germany ainee the Inception of th* 
wer, bae led many people to believe 
that the economlo conditione of the 
country were far from satisfactory! 
but such la far from being the cete, 
and only prudence Ie behind the meat* 
urea that stern necessity Imposed upon 
the Teutonic empire* three yeare ago. 
A 
tour 
throughout 
agricultural 
France reveal* that crop* are in ex­ 
ceedingly good condition, while the 
fruit crop has been the largest of say 
year of the war. 
Id some localities 
pears, peaches and apples actually are 
lying rotting on the ground because of 
the scarcity of labor to gather them up. 
This Ie true of the whole of France 
except In some few Isolated spots, not 
arete of any notable extent, where lo­ 
cal hailstorms knocked the fruit from 
the trees before it had time to ripen 
or where too heavy rainfalls delayed 
the harvest or caused th# grain to 
sprout too rapidly. 
Cattle Are Fine and Fat 
But what damage the rain and hail 
have done In some areas has been more 
than compensated for by the good it 
baa workod in others, where it has 
given such an Impetus to the growth 
bf fodder the mettle are fine and fat, 
th* cows affording more than the usual 
amount of milk. Tilts has been made 
Into butter and cheese and large quan­ 
tities of cheeses have lately appeared 
on the market at a price that called 
for a drop of from $1 to $3 per hun­ 
dredweight. 
Besides, the attractive 
prices beef and mutton fetched last 
hinter have Induced the cattlemen to 
Increase and preserve their herds, with 
the result that all meat prices, with 
the exception of pork, have taken a 
downward trend. 
Even the constant requisitioning of 
cattle by the French government hen 
not affected the herds, as may be teen 


gendering hardship or in any manner 
endangering Health. 
With the United States’ declaration 
that its fund supplies will go to Its 
alii vs, one-half of Its annual export 
crop of 150,000.000 bushels will more 
than satisfy any need ef France. Not 
including Russia aud RoUttmula, both 
treat wheat * owing countries, the sui* 
plus Wheat I rom allied countries and 
colonies alone is sufficient to satisfy 
the combined needs of France, Eng­ 
land and Itftly. The average exporta­ 
tion* from the United States, Canada, 
British Indies, Algeria and Australia, 
lf applied to the needs of France, Eng­ 
land and Italy, would give those coun­ 
tries within 8,000,000 bushels of their 
average consumption In peace times. 
The question of tonnage, of bottoms 
in which to ship the grain, Is the most 
serious problem for the allies, but 
without entering Into the submarine 
question, the English authorities have 
figured, with the tonnage now being 
turned out by the United States and 
the shipyards of England working un­ 
der government supervision, they can 
maintain a dally sailing average of 88,- 
383 tons, Hie amount necessary ta 
transport the wheat required. 
Barley Crop Ie Large. 
In his official report to the govern- i 
nit ut. the president of the agricultural ' 
commission has stated that the barley 
crop in France Ie one of the largest In 
years, while great quantities of this > 
cereal are also available from the 
French colonies in Africa. 
The rye 
crop hat also been n bumper one, while 
the buckwheat yield in the northern 
provinces surpasses that of last year. 
Despite the long and cold winter, the 
winter wheat throughout the republic 
has given an excellent yield. 
Instead 
of being frozen It was protected by tho 
snow from the cold. 
The oat crop, 
from the latest official figure*, has sur­ 
passed that of last year, while the 
statistics give the barley crop as ac­ 
tually 33.96 per cent better than the 
preceding 12 months. 
In the Germlgny valley, one of the 
roost important cattle centers, for ex­ 
ample, the herds show an increase of 
26 per cent over last year. 
During 
1916 the herd counted 20,000 calve* out 
of 76.000 heed of cows, and 40,000 
steers. 
This year there are 28,162 
calves. 
These conditions prevail all 
over France. 
The best proof la the 
latest shipments arriving In the mar­ 
ket placet of Paris. Beef fell from $2 
to $4 the hundredweight, depending on 
the animal, while veal took a drop of 
S3 the hundredweight. 
In the famous potato district of La 
Crease hopes are held out that the 
yield this yea a will be considerably in 
excess of last year’s. 
In 1916 La 
Creuse alone shipped 1,060,000 bushel# 
of potatoes. 
Because of the tripling 
In price of the tubers, 72,000 acres In 
the vicinity of Gueret have been given i 
over to this precious article of food, 
and the minister of food has already 
begun to arrange for cars to transport 
the crop. The food ministry alto intro-1 
duced a new law making speculation 
In potatoes, wheat and other neceesl* j 
ties a crime punishable by fine, imprls-; 
onment and the confiscation of what­ 
ever supplies the offender may hard i 
dealt in. 
Apple* iii Abundance. 
, In order to encourage the preset* 
R 
end drying of fruits, particularly 
apples, which are in such abundance 
they fetch only f l a barrel In Nor*> 
manly, the government has announced 
it wtll requisition all alcoholic liquors 
made from the fruits. The tame rains 
that have aided the fruits have alae 
ca used an abundance of forage for the 
cattle, Increasing the supply of milk, 
which in turn has been modo into bap i 
ter and cheese. Because of the enor* 
moas quantities of green vegetable* 
however, the combination farmers ac* 
tually find their products In compert- 
'tion with each other In the markets, 
the green stuffs and fruits tutting 


refining plants that were operative In 
Franco before the war only 05 are 
[working at the present time, a large 
number having been destroyed by the 
Invading Germans, as fully 50 per cent 
• re in the north of the country. Th* 
remaining 65 are capable of turning 
out 200,000 tons, only half cf what IS 
absolutely necessary. 
In order to ‘*7 and Increase the 
production this year at least 25 per 
cent the government has turned over 
4200 German prisoners to the refiner* 
to d4 the work in the beet fields, and 
part of the mechanical work around 
the factories; has repaired the ma­ 
chinery; has seen that the refineries 
are stocked with the best coal and re­ 
leased a number of "sugur specialists" 
from the army to speed up the work. 
Coal may be one of the determining 
factors of the war, but France will 
have plenty of it this winter. There 
is at this moment plenty of coal In 
France, sufficient to guarantee Paris 
and the whole country against being 
deprived of motive power, of heat, of 
light for the coming winter.

Somalis Get 264 Citations for 
Bravery in Battle. 


Proud 
Tribesmen 
Prove 
Efficient 
Fighters, But Never Retort 
to Savagery. 


French Point.—Two hundred and 
sixty-four personal citations for brav­ 
ery have been won by the negro sol­ 
diers of a single Somalis battalion 
since It landed in France In June, 1916. 
Of these citations 190 were gained iu 
the fierce battles of the Alane and the 
remainder about Verdun. 
The Somalis, many of whom were 
recruited In British Somaliland, are 
independent aud find the discipline of 
an 
organised army 
severe. 
Their 
French officers, however, are accus­ 
tomed to deal with these freedom lov­ 
ing tribesmen, and by appealing to 
their pride of race end their self-re­ 
spect obtain their devoted obedience 
to such an extent that they rapidly 
become excellent soldiers. These men 
learn to bandie modern Infantry weep 
one quickly and furnish many special­ 
ists In the grenade throwing, rifle and 
machine gun sections of French refit* 
meats, fur the men are of high intelli­ 
gence and are full of natural Initiative 
—valuable adjuncts in these branches 
of fighting—while at hand grenade 
throwing they are second to none. 
Meticulously clean of habit, the So­ 
malis, who are strict Mahometans, 
never touch alcohol, lo fact, they look 
on any man given to intoxication with 
the greatest disdain. 
They are self 
sacrificing to a degree, as was evi­ 
denced during their attack on La Bo 
veils, when they had to clear out the 
shelters In a trench which they had 
just captured, end which were atli) 
full of Germans who had taken refuge 
there.

“Let me go first I Tou are married."
